The team names were 
a throwback to other teams which once 
played at Riverside Park. 

The Tradewater Pirates was the 
name of the semi-pro turned sum¬ 
mer collegiate team which played at 
Riverside Park from 1999 to 2011. The 
Kentucky Colonels was a minor league 
team that trained and played here 
from the time the Pittsburgh Pirates 
used the park for training through 
1937. Ironically, a Bowling Green team 
which named itself the Kentucky Colo¬ 
nels played the original Tradewater 
Pirates in the team’s inaugural game 
in 1999. 

The names of the two all-star teams 
playing July 3 were chosen because of 
this historical significance. This was 
the first time in 15 years the original 
Tradewater Pirates did not play. 


“A better show could not have been 
given by any two teams,” Sewell said, 
adding that Riverside Park took on a 
major league ball field atmosphere. 

The many vendors added to the at¬ 
mosphere, Sewell said. The main con¬ 
cessions were provided in two loca¬ 
tions by the city of Dawson Springs 
and included a variety of traditional 
ballpark fare.

Rehoboam was the son of King Solomon and Naamah, an Ammonite. He became king of 
Judah when he was forty-one years old and he reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem. 

During his reign the people of Judah did evil in the 
eyes of the LORD and stirred up His jealous anger. 

They set up for themselves high places, sacred 
stones and Asherah poles on every high hill and 
under every spreading tree. There were male shrine 
prostitutes in the land and the people engaged in all 
the detestable practices of the people of the nations 
the LORD had driven out of the land before the 
Israelites arrived. 

In the fifth year of King Rehoboam’s reign, Shishak 
king of Egypt attacked Jerusalem and carried off the 
treasures of the temple of the LORD and the 
treasures of the royal palace.

So King Rehoboam made bronze shields to replace 
them and assigned these to the commanders of 
the guard on duty at the entrance to the royal 
palace.

June Activities Reported 
By KSP Post 2 District 


For the month of June, 
Kentucky State Police 
Post 2 issued a total of 
1,136 citations, 389 speed¬ 
ing citations, 117 seat 
belt citations, 6 child re¬ 
straint citations and 439 
courtesy notices. They 
arrested 27 impaired 
drivers, investigated 67 
traffic crashes, assisted 
151 stranded motorists, 
responded to 853 calls for 
service, made 187 crimi¬ 
nal arrests and opened 42 
criminal cases. 

Two fatal crashes that 
resulted in the loss of two 
lives were reported in the 
Post 2 District in June. 
One fatal crash occurred 
in Christian County, and 
one occurred in Hopkins 
County. One victim was 
not wearing a seat belt, 
and one victim was wear¬ 
ing a seat belt. Both fatal 
crashes involved the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol. 

Through June 30, 14 
fatal crashes that re¬ 
sulted in the loss of 14 


lives were reported in 
the Post 2 District. Nine 
victims were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts; one victim 
was wearing a seat belt;

KRS Pays Money Managers Millions In Fees 
While Keeping Details A Secret From Public

June 30 marked the 
end of the 2014 fiscal 
year, a date normally 
reserved for the state’s 
final pay period. But for 
the third year in a row, 
state workers received 
paychecks a day later as 
part of budget-balancing 
efforts. 

The move shifts an 
estimated $70 million 
to the next fiscal year, 
which began July 1, 
according to Deputy 
State Budget Director 
John Hicks. Lawmakers 
approved similar provi¬ 
sions this year in the 
biennium budget cover¬ 
ing fiscal years 2015 and 
2016. 

However, the payroll 
deferral didn’t sit well 
with David Smith, the 
president of the Ken¬ 
tucky Association of 
State Employees. 

Smith, who is also pres¬ 
ident of the Public & Pri¬ 
vate Employees Associa¬ 
tion of Kentucky, said the 
pay deferral is problemat¬ 
ic for state employees who 
owe payments on util¬ 
ity bills, mortgages, credit 
cards and other loans at 
the end of the month. 

While long-time work¬ 
ers have grown accus¬ 


tomed to getting paid 
a day later than usual, 
Smith said new employ¬ 
ees often contact him 
with questions on bills 
set up on automatic pay¬ 
ment. 

Since the payroll 
deferral has taken effect, 
KASE established a spe¬ 
cial fund from member 
dues for emergency 
loans. Of the organi¬ 
zation’s roughly 4,000 
members, about 350 have 
requested assistance, 
Smith said. 

Some banks and credit 
card companies are will¬ 
ing to work with employ¬ 
ees, Smith said, but oth¬ 
ers — particularly out-of- 
state entities — have not 
budged from their end-of- 
the-month deadlines. 

Smith is hoping to par- 
lay his successful advo¬ 
cacy for state employee 
raises in the new bien¬ 
nium into an end to the 
budget-balancing payroll 
deferral. His lobbying 
efforts have opened new 
lines of communication 
between KASE and law¬ 
makers, he said. 

Smith also has reached 
out to gubernatorial can¬ 
didates who have filed for 
the 2015 election, even 
contacting those whose 
names have been merely 
linked to the race.

pension funds like KRS 
should avoid the high- 
risk, high-cost world of 
alternative investments 
and stick with common 
stocks and bonds. Fees 
aside, KRS lost millions 
of dollars after investing 
in one start-up private 
equity fund that was 
drained by its founder to 
pay for his luxurious life¬ 
style, according to pros¬ 
ecutors, and in another 
start-up venture that 
failed to launch. 

“There’s a great 
degree of risk in hedge 
funds, and the ultimate 
return just isn’t enough 
to justify the fees,” said 
Cincinnati attorney Ron¬ 
ald Parry. 

Parry represents the 
Northern Kentucky city 
of Fort Wright, which 
this month sued KRS for 
allegedly squandering its 
municipal pension money 
in “illegal and imprudent 
investments (and) start¬ 
up funds with virtually no 
track record.” Fort Wright 
wants full disclosure of 
individual management 
fees that KRS pays, and 
it wants its share of the 
agency’s assets returned 
to more conservative 
investments. 

Other local govern¬ 
ments around Kentucky 
have expressed interest 
in joining the lawsuit, 
angered by soaring pen¬ 
sion contribution rates, 
Parry said. Fort Wright 
last year had to give KRS 
$550,000, or about $100 for 
every man, woman and 
child in the small city, he 
said. 

KRS provides pension 


and health care benefits 
for 340,626 present and 
future retirees from state 
and local governments. 
Some experts consider it 
the weakest state retire¬ 
ment system in the coun¬ 
try It faces $17 billion in 
unfunded liabilities due 
largely to inadequate state 
payments for most of the 
last 15 years, starting in 
Gov. Paul Patton’s admin¬ 
istration. Several non¬ 
profit agencies are suing 
for the right to exit the 
system. 

KRS officials defend 
their alternative invest¬ 
ments as a shrewd way 
to diversify the system’s 
portfolio over the long run. 

While it’s true alter¬ 
natives charge higher 
fees and have not per¬ 
formed as well while the 
stock market boomed, 
the market inevitably 
will slump, officials 
said. The sophisticated 
balance of investments 
found in alternatives — 
ranging from venture 
start-up capital to lever¬ 
aged corporate buyouts 
to commercial real estate 
— will partly offset those 
losses, they said. A sys¬ 
tem as cash-strapped as 
KRS could not survive 
another market crash if 
most of its money was 
directly invested in pub¬ 
lic stocks, they said. 

“You have to take a 
long-term approach with 
KRS. We’re looking out 
10 years or more,” said 
Daniel Bauer, who teach¬ 
es business at Bellarm- 
ine University in Louis¬ 
ville and serves as vice 
chairman of the KRS 
board of trustees.

SPOOFINGTECH COMF-ONS REPORTED 

BBB Warns Consumers of Numerous Scams 


The Better Business 
Bureau is warning resi¬ 
dents to be aware of nu¬ 
merous scams. 

BBB has received calls 
from local consumers 
saying they are getting 
calls from themselves. 
Scammers are using 
spoofing technology to 
impersonate businesses, 
police departments and 
their own numbers. The 
technology is used to get 
victims to pick up the 
phone when they nor¬ 
mally wouldn’t answer 
an unfamiliar number. 
Victims say the scam¬ 
mers are trying to get 
their personal informa¬ 
tion. 

The Microsoft tech 


support scam is making 
its rounds again. Con¬ 
sumers have reported 
scammers who claim to 
be with Microsoft say 
their computer has a 
virus, and they need to 
log in remotely to fix the 
problem. After logging 
in, the scammer has ac¬ 
cess to everything on 
the computer including 
personal information. 
The scammer also has 
the ability to install ma¬ 
licious malware that can 
harm the computer. 

E-mails claiming to be 
from Amazon with an at¬ 
tached invoice could be a 
virus. Anyone receiving 
the e-mail who has not 
made a purchase should 


not open the attachment. 

Another scam in¬ 
volves calls to residents 
saying their utility ser¬ 
vices are about to be cut 
because their bill was 
not paid. 

The scammer asks 
for immediate payment 
via wire services. Those 
receiving such a call 
should hang up and con¬ 
tact their utility compa¬ 
ny directly. 

E-mails claiming to 
be from a member of the 
military should also be 
ignored. The e-mails tell 
victims they have funds 
the servicemen need to 
move out of the country 
they are serving in. This 
is a ruse to access the 


victim’s personal infor¬ 
mation and money. 

Tax information 
should not be given to 
callers claiming to be 
from the U.S. Treasury 
or Department of Legal 
Affairs. Scammers have 
been phoning victims, 
impersonating govern¬ 
ment agencies to get per¬ 
sonal information. 

Scammers are calling 
consumers, telling them 
they have won a $395,000 
prize from Readers Di¬ 
gest. All the consumers 
must do is wire money 
for handling. 

The “winners” are be¬ 
ing told they either en¬ 
tered the contest in their 
local market or that they 


pay their bills on time. 
This is a scam. 

Consumers should be¬ 
ware of fake work-from- 
home jobs online. Orga¬ 
nized crime gangs have 
been scamming victims 
out of thousands of dol¬ 
lars by “hiring” them to 
buy big-ticket items for 
which they are later re¬ 
imbursed. 

Unfortunately, the 
reimbursements are of¬ 
ten stolen funds. Once 
the scam is realized, the 
victim is made to repay 
the stolen money and, in 
some cases, face crimi¬ 
nal charges.

The Dawson Springs Independent School Board 
of Education went into closed session again in or¬ 
der to evaluate a superintendent. It was the first 
evaluation for Lenny Whalen, the school’s newest 
superintendent. 

This time around, instead of only complaining 
about the closed session after the fact, The Progress 
let the school board know before hand of our dis¬ 
pleasure with closed door meetings. 

Whalen’s marks were as expected — developing 
— exactly what you would think a superintendent 
with less than one year of experience would receive. 
However, the board did give Whalen a less than de¬ 
veloping score (the score of growth required) in the 
standard of strategic leadership. 

The superintendent appeared to be shocked by 
his score in this particular standard and asked for 
an explanation, which the board tried to give him — 
and the public, since this part of the meeting was 
again in open session. 

We were also shocked he didn’t receive a develop¬ 
ing score across all seven standards. 

Over the years, the responsibilities of a local 
school board have been lessened as school based 
councils have gained more control. The hiring and 
firing of a superintendent, along with the super- 
intedent’s evaluation might be the most important 
things a school board now does. Most of the other 
things, such as passing policy, approving a host of 
school trips, budgets, etc. are mostly rubber stamps 
with few exceptions. 

That is why we think the board of education 
should be more open about the evaluation process. 
This school board, however, was more open than 
past ones, but still not transparent enough. 

We hope the board conveys to Whalen just exact¬ 
ly what it is they are not happy with. We also think 
the general public needs to be more informed. 

Since Whalen has been in charge of the schools, 
the board has not given any indication in an open 
meeting of their displeasure with Mr. Whalen’s 
strategic leadership. There were some questions 
about school insurance during one meeting, but 
that wouldn’t appear to be enough to warrant the 
lower evaluation. We don’t understand the reason 
for the evaluation, so we are left not knowing how 
to evaluate the school board either.

Diligent oversight is needed

Like other federal scandals 
before it, the mess involving VA 
hospitals has followed a well- 
trod path. First comes the rev¬ 
elation of misdoing. Then comes 
the reaction: a shocked public, an 
administration on the defensive, 
grandstanding members of Con¬ 
gress. Finally, major reform bills 
get introduced, debated, then put 
aside when the heat dies down, 
or the target agency gets more 
money thrown at the problem. 

With the VA, we’re at the reform 
part of the cycle. The House and 
Senate have each passed their own 
legislation to fix the VA’s health 
system, including a massive infu¬ 
sion of money — at least $50 billion 
a year — to allow veterans to seek 
private health care. Fiscal watch¬ 
dogs are crying foul, and the mea¬ 
sures have ignited a furious debate 
over whether Congress should 
cut other programs. In its rush to 
address public outrage, Congress 
is proposing dramatic changes that 
could have benefited from more 
thorough consideration. 

The irony is that this need not 
have happened — not with the VA, 
nor with the IRS or FEMA, or any 
of the other cases in recent years 
where the federal bureaucracy 
proved to be dysfunctional and 
Congress rushed in with a half- 
baked fix. Mostly what is needed 
is for Congress to do its job prop¬ 
erly in the first place. 

This means exercising its over¬ 
sight responsibilities and catch¬ 
ing problems before they mush¬ 
room. Diligent oversight can 
repair unresponsive bureaucra¬ 
cies, expose misconduct, and help 
agencies and departments become 
more effective. A lot of federal 
employees are doing good work, 
including at the VA; Congress 
needs to encourage that work 


while ridding the gov¬ 
ernment of shoddy 
practices. 

To do this, it first 
needs to know what’s 
happening. Each com¬ 
mittee and subcom¬ 
mittee with oversight 
responsibility should 
be keeping track — on 
a close, even intimate 
basis — of the depart¬ 
ment and agencies in 
its purview. Perfor¬ 
mance, budget, per¬ 
sonnel, management 
challenges, major 
and minor problems: 
members of Congress ought to be 
experts on them all. They should 
also listen carefully to their con¬ 
stituents and interest groups 
focused on the performance of a 
particular agency, which are often 
in a position to give Congress valu¬ 
able information. Understanding 
the facts, working cooperatively 
with the federal agency, and antic¬ 
ipating problems is a far more 
useful approach than Congress’ 
usual pattern of throwing up its 
hands at a scandal and blaming 
everyone else for the problem. The 
crush of demand for VA services 
in the wake of two wars was easily 
foreseeable. Had Congress been on 
its toes, it could have reacted to it. 

Congress must also get seri¬ 
ous about reforming the federal 
bureaucracy. It needs to be careful 
not to indulge in bureaucrat-bash¬ 
ing, but federal managers do need 
more flexibility with personnel 
systems than they currently enjoy 
Federal employees deserve to feel 
they’re being listened to, respect¬ 
ed, and treated fairly, but manage¬ 
ment also must have flexibility to 
hire and fire, and to handle person¬ 
nel problems proactively. Congress 
also has to insist that these agen¬ 
cies are training, recruiting and 


retaining the neces¬ 
sary talent. 

These are immense 
agencies. The VA is 
the nation’s largest 
health-care system. 
In 2012, it dealt with 
83.6 million outpa¬ 
tient visits. Its pro¬ 
posed budget for 2015 
is $164 billion, and it 
employs more than 
300,000 people. This 
is work on a scale 
most of us can barely 
imagine. Mistakes 
are bound to happen. 
This may be an 
argument for thoroughgoing 
administrative reform, but it is 
also a fact Congress can’t ignore: 
if it wants federal agencies to 
work better, it has to work tire¬ 
lessly to understand problems and 
address them before they explode. 
Does the agency have adequate 
resources? How can it control 
bloat and tighten the gap between 
the people at the top and people on 
the front line? Are there problems 
that need addressing right now? 
Congress cannot eliminate poli¬ 
tics from this oversight process, 
but politics should not drive the 
whole oversight enterprise. 

The point is that many failures 
of the federal bureaucracy can 
be avoided with robust congres¬ 
sional oversight. It’s a crucial part 
of improving the performance of 
government, and Congress has a 
duty to get ahead of problems, not 
lag constantly behind. Unless it’s 
willing to accept its responsibil¬ 
ity for diligent oversight, the next 
scandal is only a matter of time.

Lawmakers use sleight of hand 


It’s official. 

The Kentucky General Assembly has a license 
to steal, following the recent ruling by the state 
Supreme Court that it’s OK for lawmakers to plug 
holes in the state budget by raiding dozens of small 
boards and commissions created to oversee public 
safety. 

In a 5-2 ruling, the state’s highest court upheld 
the right of the state legistature to seize funds from 
oversight groups such as the state Department of 
Charitable Gaming and boards that regulate doctors, 
nurses and building inspectors — even though such 
groups get no state money and exist solely on license 
fees their members pay. 

These boards and commissions were created for 
public protection. They use the money to license and 
educate members, supervise their work, investigate 
misconduct and take disciplinary action to try to 
spare citizens from harm. 

For example, a department that oversees build¬ 
ing construction and contractors was created in the 
aftermath of the deadly 1977 Beverly Hills Supper 
Club fire in Northern Kentucky that killed 165 people 
and was linked to faulty construction and inspection. 

The department that oversees charitable gaming, 
a pastime that grosses $365 million a year, was cre¬ 
ated in 1994 after eye-popping raids on bingo halls in 
Louisville that found buckets of cash and rampant 
fund-skimming by unscrupulous — and unregulated 
— operators. 

Yet Kentucky lawmakers for years have used such 
oversight groups as a public piggybank, scooping 
up their money through a budget manuever they 
use to suspend laws that otherwise would prevent 
them from doing just that. They call such maneuvers 
“transfers” — much like how the pickpocket trans¬ 
fers a wallet from your pocket to his. 

In recent years, as budgets have grown tighter 
with lawmakers increasingly unwilling to raise rev¬ 
enue from the obvious source — taxes — the practice 
has become more egregious. In 2008 — after a severe 
budget shortfall prompted the legislature’s budget 
architects to seize an unprecedented $5.5 million 
from oversight boards — howls arose from groups 
who lost money and prompted some lawmakers to 
object. 

Among them was state Rep. Jim Wayne, a Louis¬ 
ville Democrat an ardent supporter of an overhaul 


of the state tax system. 

“We have stolen from our boards and commis¬ 
sions to fill up this hole and that hole in the budget,” 
Mr.Wayne said. 

After the 2008 transfers, several groups filed law¬ 
suits over the practice. They included the Catholic 
Conference of Kentucky, with parishes that hold 
bingo games, and a group of electricians, building 
inspectors and other licensed construction trades. 

The upshot was a lengthy legal fight that ended in 
last week’s Supreme Court decision concluding that 
the law and the state Constitution give lawmakers, 
who draft a new budget every two years, the right to 
engage in this biennial feeding frenzy. 

Writing for the majority, Justice Lisabeth Hughes 
Abramson said the transfers do not amount to a 
“surreptitious tax,” as opponents to the practice had 
claimed, and that lawmakers are allowed to transfer 
to the General Fund “surplus” funds from boards 
and agencies. 

But oversight groups argue these funds are not 
surplus. Rather, they fund ongoing operating expens¬ 
es and legislative raids have forced them to cut over¬ 
sight services or raise license fees. 

In a dissent, Justice Daniel J. Venters compared 
lawmakers to addicts seeking a fix, saying the deci¬ 
sion enables them to continue dodging their duty 

“It is a sleight-of-hand technique for shifting the 
financial burden of general government while avoid¬ 
ing the unpalatable prospects of increasing taxes, 
decreasing services, or both,” he said. 

And dodge they will, through a budget gimmick 
now sanctioned by the Supreme Court. 

That’s unless lawmakers choose to act responsibly, 
which is always possible but not very likely.

A full schedule of activities was put together for a 
celebration of the university joining the conference. The 
day began with a press conference at the Schnellenberger 
Football Complex’s Recruiting Lounge. Swofford joined 
University of Louisville president James Ramsey and ath¬ 
letics director Tom Jurich at the press conference. 

The day concluded with a late afternoon/early evening 
celebration at Fourth Street Live! in downtown Louisville 
that heralded the Cardinals’ conference membership. The 
celebration featured the ACC’s mascots, special messages 
from Louisville coaches and student-athletes, fan give¬ 
aways, and plenty of surprises. 

“The past two years have been ones of tremendous 
growth for our conference, and Louisville adds another 
page to that chapter,” Swofford said. “This is a special 
day for the ACC, Louisville and our collective 15 member 
institutions.” 

Henderson track 
begins 92nd year

Ron Geary had planned to take a lesser role at Ellis Park 
by now, but that all changed for the majority owner of the 
thoroughbred racetrack earlier this year. 

In August 2012, Geary sold a 30 percent share of Ellis 
Park to the owners of Saratoga Casino and Raceway which 
gave his new partners control of the day-to-day operations. 
But that deal is now in limbo, primarily because the Sara¬ 
toga group is bidding for ownership of two new casinos in 
the state of New York. 

Thus, when Ellis Park opened for its 92nd year of live 
racing Thursday, the thumbprints of Geary and longtime 
general manager Bob Jackson were all over the track and 
its Instant Racing business. Geary said the casino bids by 
Saratoga should be finalized by November and he will sit 
down with the group in December to discuss the future of 
the partnership. 

“Saratoga is a good partner, but they had an opportunity 
to bid on two casinos and I wasn’t real pleased with some 
of the growth of the (Instant) racing machines,” said Geary, 
who resumed control Feb. 14. “They still own 30 percent, 
but it was kind of agreed that I’d take over the day-to-day 
operations again. I think it was necessary because I’ve 
been through a lot of the craziness over the last seven years 
and can anticipate what needs to be done.” 

Jackson said the Instant Racing machines just needed 
better revenue analysis and marketing. 

“They started out like they were going to run it like a 
Las Vegas casino and (Instant Racing) isn’t that type of 
game,” Jackson said. “I see it more as an extension of pari¬ 
mutuel wagering. You’ve got the simulcasting (of racing) 
every day here and the machines are the same thing. It’s 
historical racing.” 

Jackson said he discovered more than 15,000 names 
and some 7,000 e-mail addresses in the track’s database 
weren’t fully utilized for marketing and that 50 of the 
Instant Racing machines weren’t generating expected rev¬ 
enue. “One week a machine would have $25,000 (in sales) 
and one next to it would be $2,500. The ones we got rid of 
were underperforming,” he said. 

As for the horse racing, Jackson said the track plans to 
reintroduce the Anna Mae Fisher Debutante and the James 
C. Ellis Juvenile as $100,000 races for 2-year-olds, possi¬ 
bly run on Aug. 9 along with the Gardenia Stakes. 

“If we do that, we could have one big blowout race 
day,” Jackson said. 

Those races would be partly funded by $300,000 
assistance from the Kentucky Thoroughbred Develop¬ 
ment Fund if it is approved during the Kentucky Horse 
Racing Commission meeting on July 16. The rest of the 
KTDF money would go to increasing purses for maiden 
and allowance races by $5,000 over the second half of the 
meet. 


Kentucky releases non-conference basketball schedule 


Kentucky has announced its 
2014-15 men’s basketball non-con¬ 
ference schedule, which is high¬ 
lighted by five of the winningest 
programs in college basketball his¬ 
tory. 

The Wildcats will face off 
against some of the most tradi¬ 
tion-laden teams in the history of 
the sport including, Kansas, Texas, 
North Carolina, UCLA and Louis¬ 
ville, all of whom are among the top 
20 winningest programs in college 
basketball. 

Kentucky, according to a univer¬ 
sity news release, will open with a 
pair of games in Rupp Arena against 
Grand Canyon University on Nov. 
14 and Buffalo on Nov. 16 in the 


2014 Cawood Ledford Classic. 

For the fourth straight year, 
UK participates in the State Farm 
Champions Classic, taking on Kan¬ 
sas on Nov. 18 in Indianapolis. 

The Wildcats will return home 
for three straight games, including 
a tilt with Boston (Nov. 21) and 
the final two games of the Cawood 
Ledford Classic against Montana 
State (Nov. 23) and UT-Arlington 
(Nov. 25). 

Kentucky closes out November 
hosting Providence on Nov. 30 in 
Rupp. 

The Wildcats will ring in 
December with four straight home 
games beginning with the SEC/Big 
12 Challenge on Dec. 5, when the 


Texas Longhorns come to Lexing¬ 
ton. Kentucky will then host East¬ 
ern Kentucky (Dec. 7), Columbia 
(Dec. 10) and North Carolina (Dec. 
13) before heading to Chicago to 
take on UCLA in the inaugural CBS 
Sports Classic on Dec. 20. 

UK closes out the 2014 calendar 
year against in-state rival Louisville 
on Dec. 27. 

Prior to regular-season action, 
Kentucky hosts a pair of in-state 
exhibition games. The first will be 
Nov. 2 against Pikeville, followed 
by a matchup against Georgetown 
College on Nov. 7. 

Additional times and television 
information will be released at later 
dates.

U niversity of Louisville’s entry 
to the Atlantic Coast Confe¬ 
rence last week is, I think, the 
most important sports story of the new 
millennium in Kentuckiana.

“We’re also going to take off academically,” he 
said. “We’re looking to really improve our image 
academically So, instead of (being) middle of the road 
we become an elite university academically...” 

Compete with Wake Forest, Duke and Boston 
College, “because they’re’ all premier programs.”

That 
he used his bully pulpit to mention academic 
growth, be an academic rival for Boston College 
and the rest, is, well, charming.

Blue Water Trails: Green River above the Lake

The headwaters of Green River above Green River 
Lake imprinted historical greatness on the descen¬ 
dants of the earliest settlers of the area. 

Capt. Abraham Lincoln obtained the first recorded 
land grant in what is now Casey County with 800 acres 
along the Green River His 8-year-old son, Thomas, 
narrowly escaped death during an Indian ambush that 
killed Capt. Lincoln in 1786. Without Thomas, we 
would never hear of his son Abraham Lincoln, argu¬ 
ably the greatest President of the United States. 

A float on the headwaters of Green River in Casey 
and Adair counties reveals the attraction of the area 
to these pioneer families. The pastoral beauty of the 
valley and of the river itself is one of the most unique 
landscapes in Kentucky This nearly 26 y 2 -mile section 
of the Green is also home to a healthy population of 
black bass, rock bass and channel catfish. 

The river in this stretch flows gently at normal lev¬ 
els, perfect for families. To check the flow, go to the 
Louisville District of the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers webpage at www.lrl.usace.army.mil/ and 
click on the “Water Information” tab. Then, under the 
“Lake Information” tab, move your mouse over the 
“Daily Lake Bulletins” heading, then click on the 
“Green River Basin, KY” tab. At the top of this page, 
check the GRR line under the AVG 24 HR INFLOW col¬ 
umn. 

The first float begins in Liberty at the Old Water 
Plant Access on KY 70. Look for the white water tank 
atop an historic brick building. This float ends rough¬ 
ly 3 % miles downstream at the new KY 70 Bridge. 

Another access exists at the Central Kentucky 
Agricultural Expo Center that makes a short 1 y 4 -mile 
float (or wade) from the Old Water Plant Access or 
makes a nearly 2 y 2 -mile float from the Ag Expo 
Center to the KY 70 Bridge. Make sure to obey local 
rules when using the Ag Expo Center Access. 

In periods of higher flow, paddlers may also access 
the Green on Roys Mill Road off KY 70 and take out at 
the Old Water Plant Access for a 3-mile float or just 
over a 4-mile float to the Ag Expo Center Access. 

The Green in this section is small and intimate and 
may require dragging through shallow bars during 
times of low flow. Water willows line the rock bars all 
along this section of the Green. The edges of them 
should be fished with green pumpkin-colored 1/16- 
ounce tube jigs for both spotted and smallmouth bass. 

After a straight stretch just after the put-in, the 
Green bends to the right and flows under the U.S. 127 
Bridge, then under the new footbridge at the Ag Expo 
Center. As the Green flows around the Ag Expo Center, 
it takes a hard left. The deep hole in this bend is a good 
spot to prospect for channel catfish with night crawl- 

LBL roads 
are reopened 

A new bridge has been completed at Land 
Between The Lakes and maintenance is also fin¬ 
ished on two other roads there. 

The national recreation area says the new bridge 
over Smith Creek on Newby Cemetery Road, or 
Forest Service Road 130, provides access to fishing, 
hunting, cemetery visitation, hiking, camping and 
wildlife viewing. An emergency relief fund of the 
Federal Highways Administration paid for design 
and construction costs. 

The bridge is 64 feet long and 16 feet wide. 

The Highways Administration also replaced 
large culverts on Forest Service Road 108 to 
Demumbers Bay and Forest Service Road 134 to 
Energy Lake. 

Land Between The Lakes manages more than 
170,000 acres in western Kentucky and Tennessee 
and has more than 1.4 million visitors annually.

A blob of night crawlers rigged on a 3/0 circle hook 
with a few pea-sized split shot about 18 inches above 
the hook will score channel catfish throughout this 
entire stretch of Green River. 

The Green soon takes another sharp bend to the 
left. A river-wide drop that requires scouting at most 
water levels greets paddlers in this bend. 

The river flows through a series of hard bends 
before reaching the KY 70 Bridge. The outsides of 
these bends are good places to find smallmouth bass 
with a 3-inch black curly-tailed grub. 

The take-out is on the right (looking downstream) 
at the KY 70 Bridge. You must turn right onto 
Business KY 70 just after crossing the new KY 70 
Bridge, coming from U.S. 127. Take an immediate right 
on the steep gravel road that ends under the bridge. A 
four-wheel drive vehicle is highly recommended for 
this access. 

The next float begins at the KY 70 Bridge and ends 7 
y 4 miles downstream at the Green River Valley Ford 
Access (also known as Rubert Ford). Green River 
Valley Road is on the right about a mile south of the 
Bread of Life Cafe on U.S. 127. Just after the put-in, the 
Green bends to the right and enters into a fairly deep 
stretch. Any woody cover in this deeper stretch should 
be probed with a pearl-colored soft-plastic jerkbait 
rigged weedless. 

A weightless soft-plastic jerkbait drives any large- 
mouth or spotted bass near the cover crazy. You can 
practically work this lure in place with gentle jerks of 
your rod. The lure then sinks in a death spiral that 
bass can’t stand. 

The river flows straight for a time before a series of 
tight bends. The gravel bars that constrict the flow and 
increase speed are great places to work the tube jig on 
the bottom for smallmouth bass in this section. 

After a long straight stretch that follows a half-cir¬ 
cle bend to the right, paddlers should pay attention 
once they see a road enter the river on the right. The 
take-out is a few hundred yards downstream on the 
left. 

The next float begins at Green River Valley Ford 
Access and ends 13 %■-miles downstream at the KY 206 
Bridge at Neatsville. This float is a test of endurance 
and paddlers should put in early and expect to take out 
at dusk in the summer. 

This stretch holds a burgeoning population of 
channel catfish in the deeper holes. Undercut banks 
are productive channel catfish spots in streams during

the summer. Commercial stink bait or dip bait pre¬ 
sented near the undercut bank draws channel catfish 
out from their hiding spots. 

After Goose Creek enters the river at Dunnville on 
the left, the Green makes a hard left hand bend and 
then straightens. It loses its intimate headwater char¬ 
acter and becomes more riverine through this stretch, 
making excellent largemouth bass habitat. 

Fisheries biologists recently sampled largemouth 
bass in the 4-pound range through here. The woody 
cover lining the long deep pools should be worked 
with a square-billed, shallow-running crankbait in the 
fire tiger color. The soft-plastic jerkbait worked in the 
same areas also draws strikes from largemouth bass. 

The mouth of Goose Creek is roughly the halfway 
point of this float. If you reach this point and the day 
is waning, you need to step up the paddling pace to 
make the take-out before dark. The take-out is just 
downstream of the KY 206 Bridge on the right. 

The last float of 2 %-miles begins at the KY 206 
Bridge and ends at the Green River Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Area (WMA) Access. The entire float is within 
the boundaries of Green River WMA.

Almirola pulls upset, drives Richard Petty Motorsports’ No. 43 
into Victory Lane in rain-shortened Coke Zero 400 at Daytona 


T hirty years ago, everything lined up just right for NASCAR. 

The July Fourth weekend of 1984 witnessed the sport’s 
all-time winningest driver, Richard Petty, score his milestone 
200th win. He did so at stock car racing’s cathedral, Day¬ 
tona International Speedway in a near photo finish — and as 
if it needed a kicker, with the President of the United States, 

Ronald Reagan, in attendance. 

Who could have foreseen then that it would be three 
decades before Petty’s No. 43 would once again grace Day¬ 
tona’s famed victory circle — a location it had visited nine 
times prior? 

History shows that was indeed the case, as on Sunday, 

30 years after Petty’s final NASCAR victory, Aric 
Almirola drove the Richard Petty Motorsports’ No. 43 
machine to his first Cup Series win in the rain-delayed 
and rain-shortened Coke Zero 400 at the “World Cen¬ 
ter of Speed.” 

In all honesty, though, Petty’s 1984 triumph and 
Almirola’s 2014 victory have little in common. Yes, the 
stylized number survives, but little else remains. In ’84, 

Petty drove a Pontiac; today, Almirola sports a Ford. The iconic STP 
logo and paint scheme adorned Petty’s ride; Almirola was cloaked in a 
fitting Air Force blue hue. 

Maybe the most glaring difference lies in the team itself: Petty didn’t 
win No. 200 under the Petty Enterprises banner; that season, he took his 
number and sponsor to a team fielded by Mike Curb before returning 
in 1986 to Level Cross, N.C. Almirola didn’t hang one for Petty En¬ 
terprises, either. The winningest organization in NASCAR history was 
no more following the 2008 season when it evolved, thanks to a series 
of mergers and investors, into what is known today as Richard Petty 
Motorsports. “The King” has his minority stake in the operation — and 
is still as passionate about the sport as ever, at the track nearly every 
weekend — but is largely a figurehead for the team. 

Unlike that July Fourth weekend 30 years ago, nothing could go right 
for NASCAR at Daytona this year. It battled sporadic rain from the 
moment the circus hit the beach on Thursday. That rain forced the post¬ 
ponement, cancellation and delay of nearly every planned event — 
from practice and qualifying sessions to the Cup race itself. 

Even when the green flag dropped, it seemed NASCAR could not 
catch a break. A grinding 16-car wreck eliminated many heavy hitters 
just prior to the 20-lap mark. Another, on lap 99, thinned the field fur¬ 
ther. By the time the race was mercifully red-flagged for rain on lap 
112, 36 of the 43 cars had officially been involved in one (or both) of 
the melees. 

But, now as then, one constant rose above all else on these two very 
different weekends: The silhouette of NASCAR, Richard Petty — com¬ 
plete with Charlie 1 Horse, wrap-around shades and tea-cup-sized belt 
buckle — gave the weekend its appropriate send-off. In 1984, he him¬ 
self reached an unreachable number. In 2014, his driver, Almirola,

achieved the life-long goal he’d set forth: to win at NASCAR’s high¬ 
est level. And in the process, he drove the sport’s most famous car num¬ 
ber onto the sport’s most hallowed real estate: Daytona’s Victory Lane. 

“I couldn’t have dreamed of a better place to get my first win,” 
Almirola said following a soggy victory celebration. “Of all the places 
I could pick to win, I would pick Daytona because I grew 
up two hours away. I’ve sat in these grandstands — the 
Daytona 500, the Firecracker 400s. As a young kid, com¬ 
ing over here and watching, (I) dreamed about what it 
would be like to have a chance to race at the highest level 
at this racetrack. 

“Not only have I done that, I’ve went to Victory Lane. 

I’m very appreciative of that — I think it’s very cool that 
we won on this weekend. It’s 30 years to the weekend that 
‘The King’ won his 200th race with the president here. 
That’s really special.” 

“Well, 30 years ago is history and today is today,” Petty 
said. “So to be able to win the race, win it for the Air Force, 
Fourth of July, you know, the whole thing is just great.” 

In hindsight, maybe this year’s long, soggy July 
Fourth weekend lined up better for NASCAR than originally

OWNERS, UNITE! On Monday, it was announced that nine NASCAR Sprint Cup Series team owners, 
headed by Michael Waltrip Racing co-owner Rob Kauffman, had come together to form a business 
group called the Race Team Alliance. 

According to a release, the purpose of the alliance is to “create an open forum for the teams to explore 
areas of common interest and to work collaboratively on initiatives to help preserve, promote, and 
grow the sport of stock car racing." It states that the RTA “plans to explore innovative ways to harness 
the combined purchasing power and scale of the teams’ operations to drive efficiencies in costs.” 

The participating teams include Chip Ganassi Racing with Felix Sabates, Hendrick Motorsports, Joe 
Gibbs Racing, Michael Waltrip Racing, Richard Childress Racing, Richard Petty Motorsports, Roush 
Fenway Racing, Stewart-Haas Racing and Team Penske. They state that the organization intends to 
open up its membership to all full-time NSCS teams in the near future. 

A statement released by NASCAR said, “We are aware of the alliance concept the team owners have 
announced, but have very few specifics on its structure or purpose. It is apparently still in develop¬ 
ment and we’re still learning about the details so it would be inappropriate to comment right now. 
NASCAR’s mission, as it has always been, is to create a fair playing field where anyone can come 
and compete. Our job is to support and strengthen all of the teams, large and small, across all of 
our series and we’ll continue to do that. NASCAR is a unique community with hundreds of stake¬ 
holders. They all have a voice and always will.”

Cut the Nerve, End the Pain? 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am 85 and in 
fairly good health, but I am in my ninth 
year of extremely painful post-herpetic 
neuralgia. Instead of diminishing, the 
pain is increasing. It could be that the 
gabapentin (600 mg, three times daily) is 
wearing off. I tried Lyrica, but stopped 
when it hurt my eyes. The pain can be 
excruciating, even from the touch of a 
shirt. A relative suggested cutting the 
affected nerve. What would you recom¬ 
mend? - ES. 

ANSWER: Post-herpetic neuralgia is 
a syndrome of pain due to inflammation 
of the nerves after an infection with her¬ 
pes zoster. The older you are, the more 
likely you are to get this complication, 
and the longer the pain tends to last - but 
nine years is much longer than normal. 

Treatment for post-herpetic neuralgia 
is often with several medications. Gaba¬ 
pentin (Neurontin) is one, but the effec¬ 
tive dose is sometimes quite high, as high 
as 1,200 mg three times daily Many people 
get very fatigued at that high a dose. A 
much older medication, nortriptylene, is 
more effective in some people and may be 
worth a try 

Capsaicin cream provides relief for 
many people, although it can cause some 
burning when first applied. I recommend 
starting with the regular, not high-poten- 
cy, strength. 

Unfortunately, surgery - at any level, 
from the end of the nerve to the brain 
-- has not been consistently effective and 
carries the risk of permanent nerve 
damage. A neurologist can advise you 
on other treatments, including injection 
of steroids around the spinal cord in 
extreme cases. 

Fortunately, this complication can be 
largely prevented with the use of the 
shingles vaccine, which most people over 
60 should get, even if they have had shin¬ 
gles before. 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I recently heard on 
the news that eating nuts reduces the risk 
of pancreatic cancer. Is this true? -- Anon. 

ANSWER: The data is now pretty 
solid that all kinds of nuts not only 
reduce heart disease risk, but also can¬ 
cer risk, including pancreatic cancer. A 
recent study in the New England Jour¬ 
nal of Medicine showed a reduction in 
all cancers. I wouldn’t eat nuts just to 
reduce pancreatic cancer risk, but it’s 
a good way to improve overall health. 
Nuts have healthy fats, proteins and 
micronutrients that may be responsible 
for the lowered risk of disease. Nuts 
also make you feel full and less likely to 
eat snacks that are less healthy 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I have worn a 
sterling silver chain and cross for years. 
Over time, I have noticed that it’s gone 
from shiny to dark. I have never polished 
it. Right now it is almost black. Is it some¬ 
thing in my body chemistry that does 
this?-VS. 

ANSWER: The black discoloration is 
tarnish, an oxidation of the metal. Even 
sterling silver can tarnish, and some 
people’s body chemistry can indeed 
make tarnishing more likely. Some peo¬ 
ple will complain of the dark discolor¬ 
ation if the tarnish rubs off on the skin. 
More-acidic sweat, and more traces of 
sulfur, will cause more tarnish. 

This is very different from nickel 
allergy, which can cause mild but occa¬ 
sionally more severe skin reactions. 
Sterling silver does not contain nickel.

Owensboro Has Plans To 
Ban Outdoor Smoking

Smokers will have 
fewer places to light up 
if the Owensboro City 
Commission approves 
a smoking ban for all 
public spaces, includ¬ 
ing parks and outdoor 
dining areas and city- 
owned properties — 
and Mayor Ron Payne 
said Tuesday he has the 
votes to pass such an 
ordinance. 

“We’re going to be a 
smoke-free community,” 
Payne said at the con¬ 
clusion of Tuesday’s City 
Commission meeting at 
City Hall. “It’s on the 
agenda for August. The 
staff is working on it.” 

Payne said all mem¬ 
bers of the City Com¬ 
mission support a 
smoke-free ordinance 
that will be stricter 
than the smoking ban 
in Daviess County that 
already prohibits smok¬ 
ing in buildings open to 
those under age 18. That 
ban was passed in 2006 
by Daviess Fiscal Court 
and by most accounts is 
widely supported. The 
city ordinance will ban 
smoking in all establish¬ 
ments open to the pub¬ 
lic. 

“It’s time we take this 
action,” Payne said after 
the meeting. “We want to 
be a healthy community. 
... We’re going to move 
on this.” 

Payne said he has 
heard from many people 


who enjoy the city’s new 
downtown outdoor din¬ 
ing areas and spending 
time in Smothers Park 
but who don’t like being 
around cigarette smoke. 

“We have such large 
groups of people in the 
park, this is necessary,” 
Payne said. 

City Manager Bill Par¬ 
rish told the commission 
that a draft of the ordi¬ 
nance will be ready by 
the Aug. 11 City Commis¬ 
sion meeting. 

Commissioner Bob 
Glenn said a national 
consensus has been 
reached that cigarette 
smoke is harmful for the 
smoker and others. 

“You can sugarcoat it 
all you want, but when it 
comes to public spaces, 
everyone has a right to 
a healthy environment,” 
Glenn said. “Both my 
mother and father died 
of smoking-related ill¬ 
nesses.” 

Commissioner Jeff 
Sanford said he was in 
agreement with a smoke- 
free ordinance for the 
city but held out hope 
that some provision 
could be made for estab¬ 
lishing designated areas 
where smoking would 
still be allowed. 

“I’m on board,” San¬ 
ford said. “But we need to 
take into account people 
who smoke and keep it 
in mind when we do this 
ordinance. There might 
not be a way, but I’d like 
to put some thought into 
it.”

Gatton Research Group Includes Lydia Buzzard 


For three Gatton 
Academy students, this 
summer’s coolest eye- 
wear isn’t found on a 
beach; it’s found at the 
Department of Comput¬ 
er Science in Western 
Kentucky University’s 
College High Hall. 

The group includes 
Lydia Buzzard of 

Hopkinsville, daughter 
of Dale Buzzard and 
granddaughter of Carl 
and Ruth Buzzard of 
Dawson Springs; Logan 
Houchens of Crestwood; 
and Peter Kaminski of 
Owensboro. 

The students are 

working under the 

mentorship of Dr. Uta 
Ziegler, professor of 
computer science, to de¬ 
velop an app for WKU us¬ 
ing Google Glass. 

The emerging wear¬ 

able computer technol¬ 
ogy, which was unveiled 
and released to develop¬ 
ers in 2012, is being re¬ 


leased to consumers this 
year. Ziegler said wear¬ 
able technology is the 
latest step for comput¬ 
ers that have progressed 
from large mainframes 
to desktops to laptops to 
smart phones and now 
to products like Google 
Glass. 

“Logan wanted to do 
something with Google 
Glass and came up with 
the idea to develop a 
WKU app,” Ziegler said. 

“When I came up with 
the idea for the app, I 
wanted an app that stu¬ 
dents could access to 
make campus life eas¬ 
ier,” Houchens said. “I 
see Glass as more of an 
educational tool. I see it 
flourishing in the class¬ 
room or on campus.” 

“One key is what can 
be done fast,” she said. 
“You don’t want to do 
anything that takes five 
minutes. How can you 
make interactions fast¬ 


er?” 

In their research proj¬ 
ect summary, the stu¬ 
dents note that Google 
Glass has the advantage 
of instant accessibility 
over typical mobile de¬ 
vices because it is worn 
by the user, dramatically 
decreasing the amount 
of time necessary to 
complete an interaction 
with a mobile device. 

The students plan to 
submit a research pa¬ 
per on the project to the 
Siemens Competition in 
Math, Science and Tech¬ 
nology. 

“Computer science 
and programming are 
important dimensions 
in the Gatton Academy 
curriculum,” said De¬ 
rick Strode, assistant 
director of academic 
services at the Gatton 
Academy. “These three 
students are taking new¬ 
ly acquired skills and ap¬ 
plying them to an emerg¬ 


ing technology that the 
entire WKU community 
can use soon.” 

Since Google Glass 
is new technology, the 
project has given the 
students an opportunity 
to make discoveries on 
their own and face chal¬ 
lenges along the way. 

Buzzard, Houchins 
and Kaminski are mem¬ 
bers of the Gatton Acad¬ 
emy’s Class of 2015. 
The Gatton Academy, 
established in 2007, is 
Kentucky’s high school 
for gifted and talented 
juniors and seniors. Gat¬ 
ton Academy students 
enroll early as full-time 
WKU students to pur¬ 
sue their interests in 
advanced science, tech¬ 
nology, engineering and 
mathematics careers. 
Newsweek named the 
Gatton Academy the 
number one public high 
school in the United 
States in 2012 and 2013.
